s this your house or mine?” may have been something of 
a joke a few short years ago when young people had to 
settle for whatever they could get to live in. But today, the 

monotony of identical houses looking like so many ducks in a 

row is just a bore to most young homemakers, even at modest 

prices, and young couples want no part of them.

a Hobby Steeped in Tradition 


... and Surprises 


Some handcrafts are so fascinating to do, so satisfying in results and 
so varied in application that they seem to live forever, adapting 
easily to shifting concepts of beauty and utility as they move across 
the world from place to place, from epoch to epoch, Batik—a method 
of applying color and design to fabric through the use of wax and 
dyes—-is so old its true origin, probably somewhere in Asia, never 
has been determined; so new, it is being used with wonder and excite- 
ment by a whole new generation of Western artists and decorators 
Perhaps because it sounds exotic and complicated, batik, except 
for a brief vogue in the twenties, has not been attempted by many 
amateur artists and craftsmen. It should be; it has many things 
to recommend it: It can be done at home; it does not require a lot of 
space; few special tools or materials are needed and they are inexpen- 
sive; many beautiful and useful things can be made with impressive 
results possible at every level of competence. A beginner can make 
a striking, two-color scarf or pillow cover in a simple geometrical 
pattern; an experienc ed artisan might try a more ¢ omplicated design of 
several colors, perhaps a series of panels to be framed in wood and 
used as a screen or room-divider, since batik is equally beautiful on 
both sides and is especially lovely with light coming through it. 
Batik, as both the process and the product are called, is almost 
the reverse of printing. It is a “resist’’ technique. The design is 
made by applying wax to fabric according to a pattern. The fabric 
then is dipped into a dye which colors only those parts which are 
not protected by the wax—the wax “resists” the dye. If another 
color is desired, more wax is applied to the areas which are to re- 
tain the first color and the fabric is dipped into a second dye. The 
process can be repeated as many times as desired to build up a 
kaleidoscope of color. The marbelized veining, so typical of batik, 
results when the wax cracks, allowing a bit of dye to seep through. 
The technique is engrossing and challenging, demanding from the 
craftsman a flair for design, an eye for color and a taste for exper- 
imentation, since each time the fabric goes into a dye bath it comes 
out in a new and unexpected hue. Batik requires neat and careful 
craftsmanship (one drop of wax in the wrong place can spoil a design), 
careful planning and a good knowledge of color. Dyeing must begin 


with light colors and progress [Continued on the following page]

to darker ones so that each new dye will “take” over the previous one 
(yellow to green to blue is a good sequence). Constant consideration 
must be given to the probable effect of putting a particular color 
over another (like blue dye on a yellow area). Plotting the applica- 
tion of waxes and dyes for a multicolored batik can become as complex 
as a double-acrostic—and still the results will be full of surprises. 
But that is the fascination of the craft! 

Fortunately for the beginner, some of the loveliest batiks are 
of only two or three, often closely related, hues. By starting with 
a colored fabric, he can get a two-toned design with only one applica 
tion of wax and dye. Lightweight fabrics, like silk or cotton voile 
are most easily waxed and dyed and are therefore good bets for the 
novice. He also would be wise to start with a small piece, like a scarf, 
since even the physical handling of the batik (keeping the fabric 
stretched taut and on the square while it is being waxed, getting it in 
and out of dye baths) presents problems until one is experienced 

Since batik is a time-consuming and painstaking process, it is not 
suited to coloring great lengths of drapery or upholstery fabric 
Its most effective use is on smaller decorative objects: scarves, pillow 
covers, wall hangings, lamp shades, borders for draperies, or panels to 
be set in windows, doors, screens and room-dividers. Designs can 
range from a simple repetition of geometrical forms to a drawing of as 


high an artistic quality as the craftsman is capable 


How to make batik 


1. Wash fabric to preshrink it and remove any sizing; if it is a col- 
ored fabric, boil to remove any loose color. 

2. Sketch design on a piece of paper the same size as the fabric. 

3. Transfer design to fabric, by tracing if fabric is thin enough 
to see through, or with transfer paper and tracing wheel, available 
in notions departments where sewing supplies are sold. 

4. Stretch fabric taut on a stretcher if it is a large piece; if small, 
spread smoothly on a slick surface (glass, Formica or wax paper)

It 
cem like a far ery from a horse to a soup, but the story is just 
for want of a coal stove in every home, the stockpot 
en lost, and for want of a stockpot, the pleasure of making 
wcks at home is in danger of being lost. For want of that 
more than a thousand soups, not obtainable in cans 
on be lost to the cook's repertory 
we all this happens, we urge you to make a simple, con 
temporary version of the chicken stock that is the basis for 
mat oups We do not suggest that you peel 24 limp chicken feet 
w that you serape 10 parsley roots. Quantities and utensils 
¢ smaller today and much easier to manage: cooking time ts cul 
» an eighth. The family for which the soup is inte nded is much 
ler and so are its ippetites, not to say waistlines 
A chicken soup stock can be produc ed, from market to refriger 
ator, inside of four hours. It is an ine xpensive asset to have on 
hand in summertime and can lead to all the wonderful soups that 
have always sounded as though they could only be 
tained in a French restaurant 
The spreading family tree of summer soups 
m vour left originated in the stock 
pot of which we speak so fervently 
and from which all good soups originally 
sprang. It is the utensil which so few 
homemakers own today, let alone 
use- principally because no

soup simmering day and night over either gas or electricity 
Ask any provincial Frenchman what the heart of his home is 
and he will tell you it is the soup kettle simmering away happily 
on the back of his stove. (Ask an American and he will probably 
tell you the heart of his home is the oil burner in his cellar.) The 
heart of the home, like all hearts, should always have some con 
nection with food and not with heat alone. Try putting the soup 
kettle back on the range, even if it is only in the form of one small 
fowl that goes on simmering for three hours in a utensil that 
usually serves for formulas 
rhe family trees of food, as we have stressed before, serve to 
show the cook that if she knows ONE she can do all. By learning 
to make a basic chicken soup stock she has won half the battle 
it takes only one step, then, to change it into a jellied or a 
creamed soup and only one more step to change it into any one of 
the hundreds of soups that sound so complicated and are actually 
so easy to make. When you make chicken consomme, you are 
within an inch of veloute al Argenteuil, and anyone who is within 
an inch of that should serve it for dinner tonight 
Making a good basic chicken soup stock is as easy 
as boiling water. It takes a little time to prepare 
the vegetables and herbs that go into the water 
with the fowl, but if time is short, a prepared 
package of soup greens and a little bag of herbs 
(that looks like a tea bag) can be purchased at 
the market.

Notes from an Inquisitive Cook 


Just about everything that happens in June 
is wonderful: June brides, June roses, June 
apples—even June bugs. When I was little, 
a June bug was a status symbol, and whoever 
bagged the first specimen of the season basked 

in definite glory. As long as the bug lasted, that is; after that, 
prestige had to be maintained with four-leaf clovers. And whatever 
happened to marbles? And skipping rope? The only rope-skippers 
» are my dieting friends. Anyhow, I know it’s really June 


when we have our first taste of, to me, a great vegetable dish 

new potatoes and new peas cooked with slivers of lean salt pork. 
Simmer two slices of pork, about a quarter of an inch thick and

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aphid invasions? Why not experi 
ment? Plant some among the toma 
toes, roses, chrysanthemums, 
nasturtiums and others susceptible 
to aphids. Meanwhile, white gera 
niums among the roses are a must 
hey attract Japanese beetles which 
eat the geraniums and die. You can 
also collect Japanese beetles and 
potato bugs in traps, burn them 
and scatter their ashes over nearby 
vegetation. This sinister and almost 
Charles Addams-like procedure re 
pels all harmful insects! 

When green beans and potatoes 
are grown together, they form a 
society for mutual protection from 
invading pests; the potatoes keep 
the Mexican bean beetle away, and 
the beans keep the Colorado potato 
beetle away. Flax growing among 
the potatoes also repels potato bee 
tles. Spearmint and “julep” mint 


discourage ants, and since ants carry 


aphids to plant no ants, no aphids 
An oak-leal mulch on the garden 
path repels slugs, cutworms, grubs 
nd June bugs and consequently

as great value as a mulch for the 


vegetable garden, as well. It is 
especially useful during a damp 


season when slugs run rampant 


hese natural means of combatting 





g n pests are much pleasanter 
and usually far simpler than sprays 
and poisons. Occasionally you may 


have to resort to poison sprays, but 





since they can be dangerous it i 
worth while trying these more nat 
ural means first 

You probably won't have all of 
the plant varieties mentioned here 
to work with, but begin in a small 
way with what you have and grad 
ually bring in a few more. Realizing 
the potential of some of these plants 
will make you look upon them dif 
ferently. In addition, something in 
the whole idea not only increases 
our general awareness but stirs the 
imagination, opens new doors and 
reveals nature to be even more fab 


ulous than we had su ted. It is 





not only tremendously interesting 
and useful to know the far-reaching 
effects that these plants have on 
each other, but this relatedness in 
all of nature is a perpetual source of 
wonder to those of us who like to 
garden. Francis Thompson ex 
pressed this perfectly when he 
wrote, “Thou canst not stir a flower
